BANK DIRECTOR NEGOTIATING 
WITH WINKLER FOR BONDS 


Thinks Stolen Securities Will Be 


Returned Through Man Freed 
of Charges.

LINCOLN, © > sg Dec. 14.—The 
offer of Gus Winkler to turn over 
$600,000 in bonds stolen in the $2,- 
500,000 robbery of the Lincoln Na- 
tional Bank and Trust Co. may be 
realized. 

County Attorney Towle refused 
to negotiate with Winkler because 
the latter insisted that in exchange 
for the return of the bonds he be 
not prosecuted. Towle investigated 
an alibi of Winkler and learned he 
was in Buffalo, N. Y., on the day of 
the robbery. Charges against him 
then were dismissed. 

But W. E. Barkley, director of 
the bank, has been negotiating 
with Winkler’s attorneys, and 
thinks the bonds will be returned 
“as soon as possible.” Winkler is 
buying: the bonds with $75,000 of 
his own money. 

Berkley said he had been assured 
by Winkler in Chicago Saturday 
that the latter would “keep his 
promise” and bring about the ‘re- 
turn of the bonds. 

“Just before I left Chicago I 
talked with Winkler and his attor- 
ney and Winkler said he would 
make every effort to buy the bonds 
and return them to us,” said Berk- 
ley.

The young woman, a prisoner at 
Page Boulevard Police Station, has 
not thus far admitted part in the 
other robberies, which were in 
filling stations and restaurants. 
The man whom she admits rob- 
bing, and another filling station 
employe, robbed at another time, 
have identified her and James 
Choate, 22, 750 Hamilton avenue, 
as the pair who held them up. Oth- 
er robbery witnesses are to view 
them. 

As she talked to policemen and 
reporters today, the girl wore a 
gray costume, with sweater jacket, 
and a black and white tam and 
scarf, She had laid aside a camel's 
hair sport coat. She gave another 
name at the time of her arrest, 
but was identified today by her 
mother, who lives in Walnut Park. 

Attended Alton High School. 

“I was broke and out of work,” 
the girl said. “I met Jim Chuate 
at a dance, and he asked me to go 
out and hold up a place with him. 
I didn’t want to,-but when he said, 
‘Oh, you're afraid, f went along. 
“He drove to a filling: station on 
Vandeventer avenue, and he got out 
and held up the man in charge, 
while I took the money from him. 
It was $26, and Choate gave me 
half of it later. 

“The last work I had was as in- 
spector in a garment factory. I 
used to attend the Alton High 
School, and I have atended schools 
in St. Louis. I haven’t seen my 
father for four years.” 

The two who have identified her 
and Choate are Arthur Dameron, 
attendant in the filling station at 
34% South Vandeventer avenue, who 
says the pair took $42.97 from him 
the night of Dec. 2, and Leon £. 
Turner, employed in a filling sta- 
tion at 6870 Easton avenue, who 
says they took $50 from him at 2 
a.m. Dec. 6. 

The former robbery is the one 
which the girl admits, though she 
says the amount taken was less 
than stated by Dameron. In the 
case (of robbery with a deadly 
weapon, the amount makes no dif- 
ference as to the degree of the 
crime. 

Two Others Arrested. 


Two men are held with the girl 
and Choate. They are Benjamin 
Farrar, 26, of 5260 Vernon avenue 


(basement), who was arrested with 
Choate Saturday night, and James 
Crane, 24, of 5259 Vernon, who was 
arrested with the girl at 6 a. m. 
yesterday, when they appeared in 
the car, belonging to Choate, at 
Choate’s apartment. 


When the girl was taken back to 

her cell after posing for photog- 
raphers, the men greeted her as 
“the hamburger queen.” They said 
this was because of her fondness 
for that article of diet, sold at some 
of the places which she is suspect- 
ed of robbing. : 
A telephone message to the police 
at 9:30 p. m. Saturday gave the 
information that three men in an 
automobile at Belt and Ashland 
avenues had a suspicious appear- 
ance. Police cars in that vicinity 
were notified by radio, and police- 
men overtook a car near a grocery 
at 3311 Belt avenue, as two men 
left the car and went toward the 
store. The men, whom the police- 
men pursued and caught, were 
Choate and Farrar. The police say 
they threw away two automatic 
pistols in the pyrsuit. The third 
man drove away in the car, for 
which a watch was placed at 
Choate’s house, resulting in the ar- 
rest of the girl and Crane. 

Another robbery witness, Jerome 
McDaniel, employed in a restaurant 
at 5316 Easton avenue, identified 
Farrar as the man who robbed him 
in the place Dec. 1, accompanied 

a young woman. He did not 
identify the girl prisoner positively, 
but said the girl who took part in 
the robbery wore a black coat.

Six defendants in the Alexander 
Berg kidnaping case, arraigned to- 
day before Circuit Judge Ryan, 
pleaded not guilty to charges of 
kidnaping for ransom, a capital of- 
fense. 

Judge Ryan set Jan. 18 as the 
trial date, and announced that a 
motion for a separate trial, already 
filed by one defendant, would be 


granted. 


The defendants entered their 
pleas in person, not by counsel, al- 
though four had their lawyers in 
court and two others announced 
they had retained counsel. 

The defendants are Paul A. Rich- 
ards, 30-year-old attorney and self- 
declared agent of the kidnapers 
who abducted Berg on Nov. 6 and 
held him for more than four days; 
Charles Heuer and Edward Bar- 
cume, ex-convicts who kidnaped 
Berg; Curtis Medlock, who drove 
the kidnapers to -the scene of the 
holdup, and later took Berg in his 
own. car to the abductors’ flat at 


5084A Easton avenue; George Peak,. 


paroled murderer, who is said to 
have pointed out Berg to the kid- 
napers as a victim, and Charles 
Tucker, former juvenile delinquent, 
a guard in the abductors’ flat.” 


John E. Bowcock, attorney for 
Medlock, was the only lawyer to 
ask a separate trial, but it is re- 
garded as a foregone conclusion the 
others will ask a severance, grant- 
ing of which is mandatory under 
Missouri law. | 

Former Circuit Attorney Sidener, 
representing Heuer and Barcume, 
and Verne Lacy, attorney for Rich- 
ards, told the Court they were not 
yet ready to apply for severances. 

It is unlikely any of the defend- 
ants will go to trial on Jan. 18, 
which is the last Monday of the 
December term. Customarily, law- 
yers save their dilatory motions un- 
til the first setting and thus delay 
an early trial. Lacy announced he 
would not be ready to go,to trial 
for Richards at that time.

STANDARD OIL EMPLOYES 
VOTE TO RETAIN THEIR STOCK 


Had Received Opportunity to 
Abandon It as Result of Drop 
in Paper Value, 

By the Associated Press, 
NEW YORK, Dec. 14.—A de- 


clining market value for the stock 
of Standard Oil Co. of New Jersey 
is no reason for abandoning the 
company’s employe-stock owner- 
ship plan, according to a_ verdict 
returned by 24,000 Standard em- 
ployes in a special ballot request- 
ed by the company’s board of di- 
rectors. The employes voted in 
favor of continuing the plan by an 
8 to 1 majority. , 

At the close this year of the 
third annual stock acquisition plan, 
“The Lamp,” published by Stand- 
ard of New Jersey, states there 
will be a total of $50,367,000 of 
Standard stock held by employes. 
They compose nearly one-fifth of 
the company’s 124,000 stockhold- 
ers. On an individual average, 
Standard Oil Co. of New Jersey 
employe-stockholders own about 70 
shares, or $2100 worth of stock at 
present prices. 

The question of continuing the 
plan was referred to the employes 
direct when the board of directors 
questioned their desire to continue 
the plan after having seen their 
purchases of the last two years 
gradually shrink in paper value.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 14.—Presi- 


dent Hoover's foreign debt morato- 
rium proposal was debated in both 


houses of Congress today. Hardly 
had arrangements been made by 
Democratic Chairman Collier of the 
House Ways and Means Committee 
for the subject to come before that 
branch Thursday, when Represen- 
tative Beck (Rep.), Pennsylvania, 
called upon the members to sup- 
port the proposal. 

At the same time Senator Dill 
(Dem.), Washington, told the Sen- 
ate that Mr. Hoover’s recommen- 
dation for revival of the War Debt 
Commission was a plan to balance 
the British budget. 

Beck told the Democrats they 
might be justified in believing the 
next President would be a Demo- 
crat, but he insisted support should 
be given President Hoover. 
| “With due regard for constituion- 
al propriety,” Beck said, “Mr. Hoo- 
ver proposed the moratorium. In 
this matter of international affairs, 
let’s forget politics. Let’s agree 
with the President. He may be 
wrong, but he at least will have the 
comfort of knowing the country is 
behind him. 

“If this house, by its failure toe 
e to forbearance in this ques- 
tion, destroys ‘the ability of foreign 
Governments to pay not only these 
debts, but their others, it will have 
inflicted a punishment on this 
country that compares with the 
present economic condition like a 
cyclonic storm compares with a 
spring zephyr.” 

It’s Cancellation, Says Dill. 

Dill told the Senate revision of 
war debts means cancellation. “The 
American people have consented to 
all the cancellation they should 
consent to,” he said. ‘“‘Let us not 
be guilty of giving them credit to 
continue their vast armaments.” 

Dill said no other international 
proposal had been so completely 
rejected by members of Congress 
for many years. He said, after 
reading Secretary Mellon's expla- 
nation of the President's recom- 
mendations, he was “convinced it 
was a proposal to balance the Brit- 
ish budget.” 

“Tt said,” he added, “that, owing 
to depreciation of the British 
pound, it would be necessary for 
Great Britain to pay about 60 per 
cent more pounds on her debt and 
recommended this should be cut 
down so that England could be re- 
quired to pay no more pounds.”

Ida was kidnaped by about 20 
men, taken to the opposite side of 
Oahu Island, whipped, beaten and/. 
left lying beside the roadside, where 
passing motorists found him. 

200 Service Men Assisted. 

The city was comparatively quiet 
today. Shore patrols had arrested 
200 participants in the rioting and 
returned them to their barracks. 

The major fight was in the down- 
town section. Police said several 
hundred men participated in this 
fray. The shore patrols began mak- 
ing arrests and a request was sent 
to the nearby Pearl Harbor naval 
base for reinforcements. One hun- 
dred marines, armed with rifles and 
blackjacks, were dispatched under 
command of Capt. James D. Wil- 
son, 

The shore patrol had the situa- 
tion in hand, however, when the 
inarines arrived. 

Last Friday Rear Admiral George 
T. Pettengill, commanding mine 
craft of the Fourteenth Naval Dis- 
trict, announced he had warned Ad- 
miral Richard H. Leigh, command- 
er of the battle force, United States 
fleet, that Honolulu was unsafe for 
naval officers’ wives. 

Unsafe for Officers’ Wives. 

Near Admiral Yates Stirling Jr., 
commandant of Pearl Harbor, as- 
serted a certain portion of the city’s 
population refused to take assaults 
on women seriously, and added that 
the city could expect such attacks 
until “the better element gets to 
work to stamp out this condition.” 

Rear Admiral Stirling said late 
last night he was sending a report 
to Admiral William V. Pratt, chief 
of naval operations, giving details 
of the week-end’s disturbances.

Mellon’s Debt Stand  Greeted 
Warmly by London Press.

LONDON, Dec. 14. — London 
newspapers showed unusual inter- 
est today in last week’s statement 
of Secretary Mellon regarding war 


debt payments to the United 
States. It was greeted enthusi- 
astically in some instances and 


everywhere with appreciation, al- 
though most papers pointed out 
the last word is with the Congress 
and the latter has shown no sign 
of indorsing the Secretary's views. 
President Hoover’s message, the 
Times said, “was not an inspiring 
document and had a disappointing 
reception.” Congress, it said, fails 
to see a close connection between 
the econemic collapse in the rest 
of the world and the difficulties 
in the United States or to realize 
how impossible it is, under pres- 
ent conditions, for the rest of the 
world to continue buying Amer- 
ican goods and paying American 
war debts. 

“Some impression may be made} 
by the Mellon statement,” it said, 
“but the extent to which his argu. 
ments will weigh with Congress 
will depend on how much the 
members can be brought to real- 
ize that the whole world is now 
facing the same problem and that 
no one, not even the United States, 
can solve it independently of the 
others.” 

“Secretary Mellon,” the Tele. 
graph said, “has done us the servy- 
ice of not merely admitting, but 
insisting on the major part of jus- 
tice of our case. 

“Secretary Mellon,” said the 
Morning Post, “is as good and 
shrewd an American as any mem- 
ber of Congress and he is bound 
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to consider his own country first, 
but he takes a broader view than 
some do of his country’s interest.” 

“The people of this country,” 
said the Daily Mail, “cannot thank 
Secretary Mellon too warmly for 
his courageous statement. The 
course he urges would bring relief 
to the world.” 

The Mail’s editorial ends with 
thanks to the Secretary for his 
“generous gesture of friendship and 
good will.” 


Le Temps Says Debt Problem Is 
Up to Germany and U. S.

PARIS, Dec. 14.—The newspa- 


per Le Temps in an article ecn- 
titled “The United States and the 
Debts,” says the entire problem 
of war debts and reparations is up 
to America and Germany. The 
opinion is expressed that if Ger- 
many wishes to obtain a lighcen- 
ing of her burden she should turn 
to the United States where ‘so 
often she has found aid and 
credits.”’

A receiver for the Claridge Ho- 
tel, Eighteenth and Locust streets, 
is sought in a suit filed in Circuit 
Court today by the Hub Furnishing 
Co., 701 Washington avenue, which 
alleges a foreclosure suit is threat- 
ened because the hotel is not ready 
to retire $355,000 in first mortgage 
bonds when they become due to- 
morrow. 


Charles F. Levy, president of the 
Hub Furnishing Co., is also presi- 
dent of the Claridge Hotel Co. The 
furniture company alleges the ho- 
tel company owes it $60,485 for 
furniture purchased by the hotel 
last December. 

The petition alleges that because 
of the present depressed state of 
the real estate market a foreclosure 
at this time would result in sub- 
stantial loss to bondholders and to

WINSTON CHORGHIL 
HT BY AUTOMOBILE 


British Statesman, Injured in 
New York, Threatened With 
Pleural Hemorrhage. 


By the Associated Press. 
NEW YORK, Dec. 14.—Winston 
Churchill, British statesman, 


knocked down by a taxicab last 
night, underwent lengthy examina- 
tion today and doctors announced 
that there was danger of pleural 
hemorrhage developing. 

X-ray photographs were taken to 
determine the seriousness of his 
condition, but, in the meantime, the 
physicians in attendance an- 
nounced that, at any rate, the for- 
mer British Chancellor of the Ex- 
chequer would be unable to do any 
active work for several weeks. 

The first examination of Church- 
ill after he was hit by an automo- 
bile on Fifth avenue last night 
showed only lacerations of the face 
and a sprained shoulder which he 
said had been weak for a long 
time. , 

During practically the entire 
forenoon, Churchill was under ex- 
amination by Dr. Otto C. Pickhardt 
and Dr. Foster Kennedy, who short- 
ly after noon issued the following 
statement: 

“Mr. Winston Churchill is resting 
comfortably, having sustained 
through a taxicab accident severe 
shock and concussion without any 
loss of consciousness. 

“There are many large bruises 
on the right arm and chest and 
legs, together with wounds of the 
soft tissues on the forehead and 
nose which have been sutured. 

“X-ray examination is proceed- 
ing to determine the chest condi- 
tion. Mr. Churchill will be unable 
to do active work for _ several 
weeks.” 

Apparently, the injury to the 
shoulder accompanied some dam- 
age to the membrane enfolding the 
lung, giving rise to the physicians’ 
fear that hemorrhage of that mem- 
brane might ensue. | 

Churchill, who is 57 years old, 
arrived in New York Friday night 
on the liner Europea for a lecture 
tour. 

While riding in a taxicab, he 
asked the driver to stop between 
Seventy-sixth and Seventy-seventh 
streets on the Central Park side. 
A moment later he was struck by 
an automobile driven by Mario Con- 
tasino of Yonkers, N. Y. Patrolman 
Joseph Braughtigan saw Churchill 
fall and assisted him into Conta- 
sino’s car, in which he was taken 
to the hospital. Contasino was 
not held by police. 

Police said Churchill attempted 
to cross Fifth avenue against the 
traffic lights. He exonerated the 
automobile driver from blame. 
Churchill was on his way to the 
nome of Bernard M. Baruch, 
banker. 

Mrs. Churchill, who, with their 
daughter, Diana, accompanied 
Churchill to the United States, 
was notified and went at once to 
the hospital. She left when as- 
sured his injuries were not serious. 

Churchill was Chancellor of the 
Exchequer in the Cabinet of Stan- 
ley Baldwin, which was succeeded 
by that of Prime Minister Ramsay 
MacDonald in 1929.

His physician, Dr. Jacob  G., 
Probstein, who was summoned by 
the management, said Sills had 
been under treatment for the last 
year for melancholia and depres 
sion and that he had been worry- 
ing recently about the condition of 
his sister, Miss Marie Sills, whg is 
in a hospital in Milwaukee, Wis, 
Sills was unmarried. 

Didn't Keep Dinner Date. 

The request for an investigation 
at his apartment was made by Jos- 
eph N. Roth, 6334 South Rosebury 
avenue, Clayton, who called to 
learn why Sills had not kept a 
dinner engagement at his hame at 
noon yesterday. 

Two hours before the body was 
found, a Negro maid and a door- 
man at the hotel had been in the 
apartment and had seen Sills 
seated in the chair but assured 
themselves that there was noth- 
ing wrong with his condition and 
after the maid had straightened 
the apartment, went out and 
locked the door. Dr. Probstein 
said Sills had been dead about an 
hour and a half before his body 
vas found. , 

James L. Ford Jr., president of 
the l'ranklin-American Trust Co. 
said today that both Sill’s privaté 
account and his affairs at the ban 
were in “first class shape,” and 
that Sills had no financial worries. 
He confirmed the fact that Sills 
had been worrying about his sis 
ter's condition and said Sills hadé 
become more depressed recently 
when he found that he could not 
bring her from Milwaukee to live 
in St. Louis. 

Began as Stenographer. 

Sills had been with the bank fo 
more than 25 years, having started 
When he was a young man as ste- 

Ographer for the old Franklin 
Bank, advancing to the position of 
Vice president. When the Frank- 
lin Bank was merged with the 
American Trust Co., in 1928 he wa 
made an officer of the new deposl- 
tory. His duties had been to gen 
trully assist the president. 

A sister was Sill’s only near rela- 
tive. The funeral will be held at 
8:39 o'clock Wednesday mornin 
fromm the Donnelly funeral parlo 
to the St. Louis Cathedral.

TWOMENSEED | 
AS WIVES LOOK ON 
KIDNAPED, KILLED 


Thomas Saranita and Sam- 
uel Albrizzi, Both of St. 
Louis, Taken From Auto 
Near Springfield, III. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 
SPRINGFIELD, IN., Dec. 14. — 
Two young St. Louis residents were. 
kidnaped from an automobile, in 
which they were sitting with their 
wives near here yesterday after- 
noon, and within two miles were 
murdered and thrown from their 
captors’ car. 

They were: Thomas Saranita, 
22-year-old unemployed shoework- 
er, 2835 Benton street, and Sam- 
uel Albrizzi, 23, a chauffeur, 2020A 
Penrose street. 


The widows are being held for 
questioning, Chief Deputy Sheriff 


conflicting stories of what had hap- 
pened to their husbands. 

“When the bodies were found,” 
Beynon said, “our officers went on 
down the side road on which the 
murder took place, and found the 


two women sitting in Albrizzi’s au- 
tomobile. They said the car had 
broken down and their husbands 
had left about 20 minutes before to 
get help. 


Stopped to Take Drink. 

“We questioned them further 
and finally separated them. Then 
we told Mrs. Saranita that someone 
had seen the two men taken away 
in another car. She said that was 
correct and after further question- 
ing, told us that the four of them 
were on their way back to St. Louis 
and had stopped on the side road 
to drink some whisky that one of 
the men had. While they were 
drinking, she said, another car 
drove up and one man got out, 
with his overcoat pulled up over 
his face, and told the two men to 
come on, that he wanted to talk to 
them. She said she did not know 
how many men were in the other 
car. 

“All this,” she said, “happened 
about two hours before our officers 
arrived. 

“Mrs. Albrizzi still stuck to the 
other story, that her husband and 
Saranita had left to get the car re- 
paired, until she was brought into 
Mrs. Saranita’s presence and heard

with overcoat pulled up about his 
face. Then she said the story was 
true.” 

Beynon said that although the 
Sheriff’s office had thought at first 
that the killing arose out of a 
liquor or slot machine dispute, in- 
vestigation had convinced the offi- 
cials that this was not the case. 

Both Couples Estranged. 

Beynon also learned from Saran- 
ita’s relatives, he said, that the 
shoeworker and his wife, the for- 
mer Mary Rath of Springfield, had 
been separated for several weeks 
and that Mrs. Saranita had sent 
her husband word within the last 
few days that she intended to seek 
a divorce. 

The chief deputy said he deduced 
that Saranita had asked his friend, 
Albrizzi, to drive him to Spring- 
field; had successfully settled his 
domestic difficulties, inasmuch as 
Mrs. Saranita was accompanying 
him back to St. Louis; and had 
stopped for a drink to celebrate the 
reconciliation when the man with 
the overcoat about his face drove 
up and took both men away. 

“We are going to continue hold- 
ing both women,” he said, “until 
we are satisfied that they have 
told us all the truth.” 

Saranita was shot four times, his 
body bearing shotgun wounds in 
the breast, side and stomach, Al- 
brizzi was shot once in the back 
of the head with a pistol. In 
Saranita’s pocket, officers found a 
.32-caliber pistol. It had not been 
fired.

SEIZES TWO BUILONGS

St. Louis Chamber Ad- 
dresses Statement to Pres- 
ident, Governor, Mayor 
and Other Officials. 


The St. Louis Chamber of Com- 
merce opposes increased taxes and 
advocates rigid economy in public 
expenditures in a statement sent to 
President Hoover, Gov. Caulfield, 
Mayor Miller and other Federal, 
State and city officials. 

The statement, prepared at the 
suggestion of the organization’s Tax 
Committee and approved by the Ex- 
ecutive Committee and the board 
of directors, is accompanied by a 
letter from President Walter B. 
Weisenburger explaining that it em- 
bodies the attitude of St. Louis busi- 
ness interests and was issued in a 
spirit of helpfulness rather than 
criticism. 

Pointing out that taxpayers are 
alarmed by the “incessant call for 
more taxes,”” the Chamber offers its 
help in avoiding “what would 
amount to governmental bankrupt- 
cy and virtually killing the business 
goose that lays the golden tax 
egg.” 

It is logical for the business man 
tb give more attention than ever 
before to the business expense over 
which he has no control, the state- 
ment says, adding that the expect- 
ancy that processes of deflation 
must be applied impartially before 
business can recover is beyond ques- 
tion.” 

“Deterrent to Recovery.” 

“The easier suggestion to make 
up revenues,” the statement says, 
“is an increased rate rather than 
decreased cost of government. 
When government seeks to main- 
tain the high levels of taxation 
reached in prosperous times, in 
these days of seriously impaired in- 
come, the impending specter of 


higher taxes constitutes one of the| 


chief deterrents to business recov- 
ery. . | 

“The taxpayer has a justifiable 
right to expect a reduction in taxes 
and public expenditures rather 
than increased taxes and a contin- 
uation of the same high level of 
governmental expenditures. The 
remedy lies not in more taxes but 
in more economy: the pinch of de- 
pression should know no sacred ex- 
ceptions. 

“This is neither a sweeping in- 
dictment of those who run govern- 
ments, nor a desire to increase their 
difficulties by criticism. They 
probably gained this tempo of ex- 
travagance from business itself, 
and, because business is as guilty 
as any of those insisting upon new 
and costly governmental functions 
until the Government fairly op- 
erates the people instead of the 
people operating the Government. 

The Missouri Situation. 

“Both emergency measures and 
permanent corrections of the ex- 
cesses are in order. Casting parti- 
sanship aside, where the adminis- 
trative official possesses the polit- 
ical courage to invoke emergency 
economies he  s ould have the 
wholehearted support of the people 
and the unstinted co-operation of 
those in public office. Bach depart- 
ment, bureau or functionary should 
aid in pro-rating the shortage 
fairly. 

“Missouri now faces the difficul- 
ty of trying to pro-rate a seriously 
reduced revenue over the $194,000,- 
000 appropriations which were 
made for the biennial period. This 
was the largest amount ever au- 
thorized at a single session of the 
General Assembly. The appropria- 
tions having been made originally 
without any authentic knowledge 
of the income, because no one then 
or now has any organized means 
of even estimating the State’s in- 
come, the predicament is augment- 
ed by a State revenue that is fall- 
ing faster than a barometer before 
an approaching storm. 

“Officials, boards and supervis- 
ing agencies must co-operate in ad- 
ministrative paring to the best of 
their ability if this case of cutting 
a revenue suit without a pattern 
can be bridged over until the legis- 
lative bodies meet again. Our offi- 
cials and representatives need the 
support of public opinion in im- 
proving the conditions and machin- 
ery of government with which they 
are handicapped. ma 

For Tax Enforcement. 

“Business owes it to these same 
legislators to sustain their sincere 
intention by co-operating and ad- 
vising with them on more perma- 
nent methods of alleviating the 
top-heavy costs of Government by 
adoption of inclusive accounting, 
fixed executive and financial con- 


| trol, budgets that budget, proper 


supervision of state levies, equalized 
assessments, and simplification and 
impartial application of the tax 
laws. 

‘These permanent corrective 
measures must be attempted by 
bodies representing all the taxpay- 
ers, Missouri has had a disap- 
pointing taste of a government re- 
form commission that developed 
into a tax shifting, tax hoisting 
body with never a theught of econ- 
omies, duplication, overlapping and 
archaic expensive methods that 
made the raised taxes necessary. 

“This situation demands that our 
energies be directed not to in- 
creased taxes, but to tax enforce- 
ment; not toward creating new 
agencies, but in consolidating those 
in existence; not in profligate 
spending, but in economic buying; 
not in careless supervision, but in 
scientific management. If the 
businéss man will sympathetically 
lend his counsel, his energies, and 
his insistence to such a program, 
the need for more taxes ‘will not 
be stifling to business in their 
enormity.”

East St. Louis Police Depart- 
ment Investigating Rivalry 
Among Drivers. : 


Competition among East St. Louis 
service car drivers’ organizations 
and aiso between the service car 
drivers and a taxicab company, are 
being investigated by police in con- 
nection with the killing Saturday 
night of George Anderson, presi- 
dent of the Service Car Drivers’ As- 


sociation of East St. Louis, who 
was shot while driving in the 4200 
block of Forrest boulevard, East 
St. Louis. 

It is thought that Anderson had 
hopes of effecting an alliance with 
St. Louis drivers’ organizations. 
There are two other groups of driv- 
ers on the East Side, the Red Ball 
and the independents. Anderson's 
widow, Mrs. Anna Anderson, told 
police that last week another driv- 
ers told her husband in her pres- 
ence, “George, you had better look 
out, you are on the death list.” 
Two months ago, she related, a 
shot was fired at them from a 
passing machine while they were 
driving on Collinsville avenue, in 
the business district. Last week, 
she said, another machine crowded 
them to the curb on Forrest bou- 
levard, near the scene of Saturday 
night’s shooting and one of three 
occupants shouted, “You had bet- 
ter get off the street.” 

The Sheriff's office at East St. 
Louis announced that last Thurs- 
day three service car drivers re- 
ported they had been threatened 
while waiting for passengers at the 
East St. Louis High School, which 
is not on the route usually followed 
by service cars. Three men, ac- 
cording to the drivers, approached 


tin a taxicab and warned them to 


“stay away from here.” 

Deputies said that machines of 
several service car drivers have 
been taken from their garages re- 
cently and the tires punctured and 
windows smashed. 

There are no witnesses to the 
shooting of Anderson. Two men 
were seen to jump from the ma- 
chine and run through a vacant lot 
just before the car, out of control, 
ran slowly against a telephone pole 
and stopped. Anderson’s body was 
at the wheel, a bullet wound in the 
left chest. 

Anderson was 28 years old and 
lived at 2305 North Fifty-eighth 
street, Washington Park, a suburb 
of East St. Louis.

Dutch Economist Explains 
Situation to Young Plan 
Advisory Committee 
Meeting at Basel. 


By the Associated Press. 

BASEL, Switzerland, Dec. 14.— 
The necessary transfer of repara- 
tions payments by Germany ap- 
pears impossible, Hendryk Colion, 
Dutch economist, today told the 
Young Plan Advisory Committee 
studying Germany's capacity to 


pay reparations. 

This, he said, is partly because 
reparations did not originate from 
business transactions and partly 
because of the reluctance of credi- 
tors to receive payments from Ger- 
many in the form of goods.

LEMONS DESERVE MORE 
COOKERY ATTENTION 


Much Wider Use Possible Than 
General in the Home 
Kitchen. 


There's nothing that adds a more 
piquant touch to home cooking 
than lemons, yet few women realize 
how valuable they really are. 

A little lemon juice added to any 
au gratin dish, whether it be meat, 
fish or vegetables, enhances it and 


relieves any possible heaviness of 
taste. 

Lemon garnishes, either plain, 
thin slices or fancifully cut de- 
signs, lend a decorative charm as 
wel] ag added flavor to the meal, 
and may be served with clear soups, 
tea, salads and meat dishes. 

Celery may be kept crisp and 
white if the juice of half a lemon 
is added to cold water and the 
celery soaked in it for at least an 
hour before serving. The lemon 


acts as a bleach and whitens the 
vegetable. 

Lemon butter for fish or vegeta- 
bles is delicious. For hot fish, 
make it as follows: Cream three ta- 
blespoons butter, one-quarter tea- 
spoon salt, dash of paprika, two 
tablespoons lemon juice and one 
tablespoon chopped parsley. 

For vegetables, cream two table- 
spoons butter, one-half teaspoon 
salt, dash of paprika and One-half 
cup lemon juice. This is enough 
for two cups of hot diced vegeta- 
bles, 

If you don’t make lemon pie oft- 
en, try this fine recipe for the fill- 
ing: Beat yolks of 3 eggs very light, 
add one-third cup lemon juice, 
grated rind of one lemon, three ta- 
blespoons hot water, one-quarter 
teaspoon salt, and one-half cup su- 
gar. Cook in double boiler until 
thick. Add one-half cup sugar to 


HAMBURGER STEAK

Two pounds freshly ground beef;

Canned herring roe, drained, 
mixed with a beaten egg and sea- 
soned with a few drops of Worces- 
tershire sauce,, salt and pepper and 
dropped from a tablespoon into a 
frying pan of hot bacon fat, makes 
roe cakes for breakfast or lunch. 
One egg and a 10-oent can of her- 
ring roe (8 oz.) will make six large 
patties.

And here is a good lemon filling 
for cake. Heat one-fourth cup of 
butter in upper part of double boil- 
er, beat in one-half cup sugar, then 
add one-fourth cup lemon juice and 
one teaspoon grated lemon rind. 
Last add two well-beaten eggs, and 


stir all the time until mixture 
thickens. 


ALITTLE ONION GOES 
A LONG WAY IN SOUP 


Add to Celery, Pea and Potato 
Recipes for the First 
Course. 


A little touch of onion means 
much to the flavoring of many 
dishes, but is especially good in 
soups. We give four recipes, all of 
which are very nutritious and are 


pensive, 


Chop two medium-sized onions. 
Put two ounces of butter into a 
stewpan and place on a moderate 
fire. When the butter is melted 
put in the chopped onions and fry 
untiy they become a _ rich color. 
Pour into the stewpan one quart of 
boiling water, and season with salt 
and white pepper. To this soup 
should be added some sliced bread 
—just enough not to make it too 
thick and a little sprinkling of 
cheese when it is served. 

Wash three stocks of celery and 
cut up fine. Add to one*pint of 
water and boil 30 minutes and then 
press through a colander. Boil 
One quart of milk and add it to the 
water and celery. Add a little on- 
ion minced. Put one tablespoontul 
of butter and two of flour togeth- 
er and stir into the boiling soup. 
Stir constantly until it thickens. 
Season with salt and pepper to 
taste. 

Add one quart of dried peas to 
five of water and boil four hours. 
Cut up three large onions, two 
heads of celery, one carrot and two 
turnips and add to the boiled peas 
and water, season with salt and 
pepper. Boil two hours more, 
thinning with water if necessary. 
Strain and add a tablespoon of but- 
ter. 

Cut one-half an onion and fry in 
@ saucepan until light brown. Add 
two potatoes cut small and two 
quarts of water and boil 20 min- 
utes. Strain through a sieve and 
} boil again. Just before removing 
add one glass of cream or rich

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ARMS CONFERENCE TO GET 
PLAN FOR GUARANTEE PACT 


Proposal Is That Nations Agree to Support 
Country Menaced by Aggressor—Japan 
Unwilling to Reduce Army. 


(Copyright, 1931. by the Associated Press) 
PARIS, Dec. 14.—A broader ver- 


sion of the Locarno pact, 
which the nations would guarantee 
each other against aggressive wars, 
seems certain to be pressed at the 
approaching world disarmament 
conference at Geneva. The confer- 


ence will meet in February. 

Germany and France would be 
the pivotal signatories of such a 
pact, an amplified version of the 
Italo-British guaranty of peace on 
the Rhine, and the nations would 
be pledged to.aid any Power that 
found itself menaced by an aggres- 
sive war. or an invasion. 

The above emerges from a check 
of official opinion in the principal 
capitals of the world. 

German View Versus French. 
This information shows that Ger- 
many and its former allies believe 


‘tthey have been unjustly disarmed 


and that France and nations friend- 
ly to France, such as Belgium, Po- 
land and Jugo Sl avia, are convinced 
that there can be no essential modi- 
fication of existing relative arma- 
ment strengths until a practical 
plan is evolved under which na- 
tions can count upon armed assist- 
ance when they are victims of ag- 
gression. 
France will submit to the con- 
ference, the Associated Press is au- 
thorized to say, a concrete project 
for protecting nations subjected to 
aggression or invasion. 
In line with the Hoover-Laval 
communique issued after the recent 
Washington parleys between the 
two Government heads, declaring 
the world must seek “‘a firm organi- 
zation of permanent peace,” the 
plan France will propose, it is said, 
will be a modernized presentation 
of the fundamental notion of the 
Geneva protocol, and will provide 
for armed movement against a war- 
bent nation. 
If this plan is accepted it is 
thought likely that France might 
agree to reduce armaments, but un- 
less some such assurance is given, 
France will not consent to weaken 
them. 

“Peaceful War for Peacc.”’ 
As a French spokesman put it: 
“France is afraid of another war. 
At Geneva we will carry on a peace- 
ful. war for the maintenance of 
peace.” 
It was also learned that France 
will reject any plan for proportion- 
al cuts in armaments by the na- 
tions. It will insist that some coun- 
tries, like Russia and Italy, in- 
creased their armaments, while 
French armaments were reduced 50 
per cent, and that, therefore, a pro- 
portional cut would be unjust. 
In Betlin, Government circles 
said Germany’s attitude is “lucid, 
clear and logical.” It is that Ger- 
many is now disarmed, with its 
army reduced to 100,000, trained 
reserves strictly forbidden, the 
weapons of modern warfare such 
as heavy artillery, tanks and air- 
planes under interdict for the treaty 
of Versailles and with battleships 
over 10,000 tons, submarines and 
naval air forces prohibited. 
“On the other hand,” said an 
authorized statement, “Germany 
is surrounded by nations armed 


under 


to the teeth and therefore it is in 
a condition of hopeless military in- 
feriority and dangerous insecurity.” 

Germany conceives the task of 
the conference to be the elimina- 
tion of this condition and _ the 
granting of what it considers squal 
security. 

Italy Hopeful. 

The London view agrees with 
that vf Paris that “it might be 
worse not to hold the conference 
than to hold it.” 

Great Britain holds that the con- 
ference is primarily a European 
politico-economic affair and doubt 
is expressed that the Manchurian 
problem will affect its prospects 
for success. 

France and Italy have not set- 
tled their naval construction dif- 
ferences, but responsible advices 
from Rome say Italy is hopeful 
“for the achievement’ of concrete 
and constructive results at Ge- 
neva,” 

Premier Mussolini’s Government, 
these advices say, realizes there 
will be difficulties but will insist 
that reduction of armaments 8 a 
moral obligation. 

General staff officers of Ru- 
mania, Jugo Slavia and Czecno- 
Slovakia are meeting the Prague 
to organize a united front for the 
conference. All three countries 
favor prohibition of the use of gas 
and advocate protective measures 
against the conversion of civil air- 
planes to war use, but they will 
oppose interruption of present le- 
fense construction projects. 

Hungary and Austria were said 
to believe the conference must be 
based on equality among nations 
without a separate yardstick for 
victors and vanquished. 

Japan Against Reduction. 

Japan's delegation is slated to 
sail today from Kobe, and advices 
are that its instructions, received 
from the former Wakatsuki Gov- 
ernment, are to keep in mind the 
geographical proximity of Japan 
to Russia and China and to em- 
phasize that Japan already has re- 
duced land armaments to the min- 
imum necessary for safety. 

Concerning war materials, Japan 
is reported ready to contend that 
it is far behind other Powers and 
should be permitted to improve 
equipment. 

It is understood also that Japan 
is ready to uphold the basic naval 
principles put forward at London 
on global tonnage, tonnage for 
cruisers with eight-inch guns, and 
maintenance of present submarine 
strength. Its instructions also are 
reported as saying the Washing- 
ton and London limitation agree- 
ments cannot be regarded as ac- 
complished facts, therefore Japan 
cannot recognize the ratio accept- 
ed in those agreements as having 
any bearing on its demand fo. a 
10-10-7 ratio at Geneva. 

From Moscow comes the pre- 
diction that the Geneva confer- 
ence, in Russia’s opinion, will oring 
no tangible results because “the 
other Powers are insincere ‘n their 
expressed desires to reduce arma- 
ments.” 

The notion is growing, in other 
countries, these advices say, that 
war is necessary as an outlet in 


periods of economic depression.

Italian Naval Tug Goes 
Down With 30 Persons 
Off Coast of Sardinia — 
100 on Board Rescued. 


By the Associated Press. 
LONDON, Dec. 14.—At least 64 


persons were drowned over the 
week-end in storms that swept the 
Mediterranean and North Seas, 
damaging shipping, especially off 
the north coast of Africa. 

Thirty were drowned and more 
than 100 were rescued when the 
Italian naval tug Teseo went down 
off the coast of Sardinia. The sur- 


vivors were saved by the cruiser 
Trieste, which was rushed from 
Italy. 

Two steamers landed 119 at Spe- 
zia today. Ten were injured. 

Many other vessels were capsized 
or damaged by the storm that raged 
off the African coast, including a 
Coast Guard cutter which was 
swept ashore at Bone, Algeria, with 
a loss of 12 lives. 

The City of Algiers suffered con- 
siderable damage. 

In the North Sea the captain and 
16 members of the crew of the 
steamer Venus were drowned off 
the Norwegian coast after the ship, 
chased as a liquor runner had been 
fired upon by a Norwegian Coast 
Guard vessel. 

The sea was beaten by a gale at 
the time and it was not learned 
definitely whether the Venus went 
down because of a hole shot into 
its side or because it struck a rock. 
The vessel lies in 15 fathoms of 
water, with numerous barrels of 
liquor floating over the spot. 

Two members of the crew who 
reached shore, one of them an En- 
glishman, were arrested. 

Four sailors attached to a French 
submarine chaser on duty along the 
Mediterranean coast turned up at 
Constantine, Algeria, today, after 
having been cast ashore from the 
wreckage of a ship that broke away 
while under tow Saturday. 

The men were left on the beach 
by the sea and made their way to 
safety. 

The bodies of two members of 
the crew who were drowned have 
been recovered. Seven are still 
missing. 

Reports from Tunis say three 
fishermen were drowned there and 
the city was severely hit by the 
storm.

Demonstration Started Over Dedi- 
cation of Club in Evora; 
‘ Bombs Thrown.

EVORA, Portugal, Dec. 14.— 
Three persons were killed last 
night in a demonstration against 
the Government of President 
\Carmona in Evora, capital of the 
Province of Alemtejo. 

The riot started over dedication 
of a club called- “May Twenty- 
eighth. (Dr. Manuel de Arriaga, 
first constitutional President of 
Portugal, resigned on May 28, 
1915, after a revolution.) 

Rioters threw bombs and fired 
shots as a delegation from Lisbon 
was returning to the railroad sta- 
tion after a banquet arranged in 
honor of the Carmona Govern- 
ment. Ten persons were injured 
and more than 60 -arrested. 

As Cabinet representatives, of- 
ficers, students and other support- 
ere of the Carmona regime arrived 
On a special train for the dedica- 
tion, the crowd received them with 
cries of “Down with the dictator- 
ship,*‘ and “Death to tyrants.”” Po- 
lice, however, held the crowd in 
check until after a meeting in the 
National Theater, where disturb- 
ers were ejected. 


GERMAN POLICE FIRE ON REDS; 
ONE KILLED, FOUR WOUNDED 


Communists Disregard Bruening 
Decree and Hold Demonstration 
at Christmas Fair.

HAMBURG, Germahy, Dec. 14.— 
One person was killed and four 
were wounded when police fired on 
Communists who were holding a 
demonstration at the “Dom” Christ- 
mas fair yesterday. Panic started 
among thousands of persons at the 
fair. It took almost two hours for 
police reinforcements to control the 
crowd. 

The Comnfunists, disregarding 
the holiday political truce pro- 
claimed by Chancellor Bruening in 
his recent emergency decree, at- 
tempted to harangue to the crowds 
at the fair. 

Sympathizers attacked the police 
with stones and iron bars as they 
attempted to arrest the speakers. 
Meanwhile the crowd formed a pro- 
cession, . shouting “down with 
Bruening” and singing the Interna- 
tionale. Outnumbered, the police 
drew their pistols and fired. 

Five persons were arrested and a 
schoolboy was taken to a hospital.

TOKIO, Dec. 14.—Premier Inukai 
declared tonight that Marshal 
Chang Hsueh-liang must withdraw 
his Chinese army from the Chin- 
chow district. 

“As soon as he does this,” the 
Premier told the Associated Press 
correspondent, “Japan will evacu- 
ate occupied points outside the 
South Manchuria railway zone and 
peace will be restored to Man- 
churia.”’ 

The Premier hesitated a mo- 
ment, apparently giving careful 
consideration to what he was going 
to say next. Then he continued: 
“I don’t see any other way out of 
the difficulty. Chang himself must 
realize that.” 

Premier Inukai had just con- 
cluded a prolonged session of the 
Cabinet, the first to occur in his 
official residence. 

Sees No Danger of War. 

“There is no danger of war,” he 
said. “There is no likelihood of war 
for several reasons.” 

With his right forefinger he drew 
a line down the center of the cover 
of the table. One side of the line, 
he said, was Manchuria; the other 
China proper. Then, indicating the 
Manchurian side: 

“Japan covets not one inch of 
Manchurian territory. All we in- 
sist on in Manchuria is that China 
respect our treaty rights, under 
which Japan has acquired vast in- 
terests approximating 2,000,000,000 
yen (normally $1,000,000,000), and 
that there be guarantees of the 
safety of the Japanese amd the 
nearly 800,000 Koreans who are 
Japanese subjects, s0 that they 
may live in peace and carry on 
their respective enterprises.” 

He pointed to the imaginary 
Manchuria he had indicated, and 
for the first time he smiled. 

‘Why, we wouldn't take Man- 
churia as a gift,” he chuckled. 
“We'd have to look after and pro- 
tect ali those 30,000,000 Chinese— 
and feed them.” 

Says Chinese Are Peaceful. 

He slapped his left hand down 
flat on the area he had designated 
as China proper. 

“Now the Chinese are peaceful 
people,” he said, “they’re not war- 
riors by any means and they really 
hate to fight. I know the Chinese 
well. 

“Nor does Japan want any part 
of China proper. Nobody but a 
fool would have any such thought. 
Anyone who knows China's long 
history, the characteristics of the 
race, the vastness of the country, 
must realize that for Japan or any 
other nation to try to wrest from 
them any part of their territory 
would be a simply impossible task. 
Their greatest weapon is the eco- 
nomic boycott, and they are also 
masters at passive resistance.” 

This interview was conducted 
through an interpreter and several 
times the Premier expressed the 
wish that he knew enough English 
to put his thoughts directly into 
the language. 

To illustrate his knowledge of the 
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TSUYOSHI INUKAI, 


Chinese, the Premier recalled the 
time when Sun Yat-sen, first Presi- 
dent of the Chinese Republic, left 
China and came to Tokio, staying 
at the Inukai home for nearly a 
year before going on to the United 
States. The Premier also knows 
President Chiang. Kai-shek person- 
ally and Eugene Chen. 

“T have known Chiang for years, 
and Chen, too,” he said. ‘They 
came to see me many times when 
they were here last spring. 

“But one of the difficulties in 
Manchuria is that many Chinese 
have the belief—the obsession [J 
might call it—that we covet Man- 
churia. 

“It is the war lords there who 
have caused all this trouble. The 
greedy war lords are one of China's 
greatest drawbacks. 

“But knowing .Chiang as I do I 
believe it might be possible in the 
near future to bring about direct 
negotiations for settlement of the 
Manchurian difficulty. Chiang is a 
thinking man.” 

This new Premier, exponent of 
economic progress, emphasized that 
he favored the open-door policy in 
Manchuria and asserted Japan wel- 
comed foreign capital to aid the 
development of that country. 

Extraterritoriality Question. 

Another cause of friction be- 
tween Japan and China is the ques- 
tion of extraterritoriality, said the 
Premier. 

“Until this is definitely settled, 
there is no chance of bringing the 
anti-Japanese boycott to a nend,”’ 
he said.

JAPAN SUSPENDS 
GOLD STANDARD: ' 
EXCHANGES SHUT 


Embargo on Yellow Metal 
Reimposed by New Cab- 
inet Within a Few Hours 
After Installation. 


By the Associated Press. 
TOKIO, Dec. 14.—The Tokio 


Stock Exchange and other ex< 
changes throughout Japan were 
closed today as shares leaped as 
much as 60 yen ($30) following 
suspension of the gold standard and 
reimposition of a gold embargo by 


the new Cabinet. 
One of the first effects of the 
embargo appeared to be the halt- 
ing of two specie shipments of. $7,- 
500,000 to the United States, con- 
templated by the Yokohama Specie 
Bank, to complete deliveries of dol- 
lar bills. The bank likely will con- 
test the bar. 
The stock exchanges are expect- 
ed to remain closed at least until 
the middle of the week. The gold 
embargo and a subsequent drop in 
the yen on foreign exchange were 
anticipated by speculations estimat- 
ed to have been about $200,000,000, 
The Mitsui Bank was reported to 
have purchased more than 100,000, 
000 yen worth of dollars in antici- 
pation of a dollar rise, and other 
banks lesser amounts, but well into 
the tens of millions. 
A short statement on the coun- 
try’s economic situation was issued 
by Finance. Minister Korekiyo 
Takahashi after a meeting of the 
new Cabinet, within a few hours 
of its installation. The statement 


forbade the exportation of gold 
without the permission of the 
Finance Minister. It prescribed 


penalties for violating the order. 

The new Finance Minister said 
today the Government would adopt 
no artificial measures to control 
the monetary exchange and would 
allow the situation caused by the 
gold embargo to follow its own 
course. It is inevitable, he said, 
that the yen exchange rates will 
slump and that the majority of the 
people will be affected, but he 
urged that the nation be patient 
until the difficulties are over. 


Japan Is Fifteenth Nation to Sus- 
pend Gold Standard.

‘ LONDON, Dec. 14.—The depar- 
ture of Japan from the gold stand- 
ard makes 15 nations which have 
now forsaken the gold monetary 
system temporarily.

THE FIRST MOVE. 


A congressional inquiry into the country’s trans- 
portation system will probably be undertaken. Such 
an inquiry is recommended by the Interstate Com- 
merce Commission, in fts annual report, and a reso- 
lution to the same effect has been adopted by the 
Senate Committee on Interstate Commerce, on motion 
of the chairman, Senator Couzens. 

The proposal] is not likely to evoke any popular en- 
thusiasm. Congressional inquiries are often long- 
drawn affairs that in the end don’t get anywhere. 
And the country’s transportation system is a proposi- 
tion of such sheer physical magnitude as almost to 
discourage the hardiest spirit. Yet it is an under- 
taking to which we must reconcile ourselves, for two 
reasons: First, our transportation system—meaning, 
primarily, the railroads—has got into a condition that 
requires remedial action; second, no intelligent reme- 
dial action can be taken, or prescribed, excepting 
through an inquiry which will develop and assemble 
all the facts. Congress is the only body equipped to 
do it. 

We are assured by everybody who says anything 
about it that the railroads are the backbone of our 
transportation system and must continue to be so— 
indefinitely, as far as anyone can see. The point is 
not debatable. The steam railway still carries three- 
fourths of the country’s commercial freight traffic. 
But it is equally true that the dominance of the rail- 
roads has passed. Competition has arrived that can- 
not be denied. People travel by automobile now be- 
cause, in the first. place, it is cheaper. Two persons 
can make a trip from New York to San Francisco for 
less than half the regular fare of the transcontinental 
railroad. For short distances, the automobile’s ad- 
vantages are even greater. That is not a theory. It 
is a condition. 

The figures tell it conclusively. According to Edi- 
torial] Research Reports, “While revenue ton miles on 
the railways increased 9 per cent during 1920-29, rev- 
enue passenger miles declined 34 per cent during the 
period.” The passenger traffic for 1929, in calcula- 
tions of the Interstate Commerce Commission, should 
have been 52 billion passenger miles; actually it was 
less than 82 billion, leaving a loss of 20 billion paa- 
senger miles to be attributed to other agencies, prin- 
cipally the privately owned and operated motor car. 
Again, the truck is, within its limitations, a won- 
der worker. In emergency, when a shipment must 
be had at a specified hour, the truck has made the 
freight car almost obsolete. It is faster, cheaper, in 
almost every respect superior. There are long-haul 
services it cannot yet perform, but who will say that 
the truck will not presently compete with the rail- 
road continentally as well as locally? It is already 
functioning competently in interstate traffic, notably 
in cotton and oil. 

The railroads complain, not unnaturally, about the 
Government's alleged unfairness in subsidizing rival 
agencies, such as the waterways and airways. But 
if there wasn’t a boat on the rivers, or an airplane 
in the skies, the railroads would still have “a sea of 
troubles.” 

Let us look at a situation we can all understand, 
namely, the service which the railroads maintain be 
There are 16 trains 
leaving St. Louis for Chicago every 24 hours, and, 
presumably, the same number from Chicago to St. 
Louis. The traveler has a wide choice of routes. 
Mostly, he does not use any of them. He drives his 
car, or goes by bus, or fies. Railroad men say that 
seven trains could handle all the traffic. Meantime, 
the tremendous overhead of al! those superfluous 
roads eats into their substance. There is no solution 
save drastic reorganization, which will accomplish 
something like a balance between the capacity of the 
railroads and traffic requirements.

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SHALL THE AUTO BE THE TAX GOAT? 


The country’s taxing authorities, from the cities to 
the Federal Government, are finding the motor ve- 
hicle a most attractive subject whenever they wish 
to impose new levies. The tendency has been ob 
served at work in St. Louis in the last few weeks. 
Although this is one of the country’s few major 
cities collecting a municipal gasoline tax, it is pro 
posed to raise more revenue by increasing the rate 
from % to 1 cent a gallon. St. Louis also is one of 
the few large cities that have a municipal license 
tax. Despite the loss of thousands of dollars through 
evasion of this tax, an aldermanic committee has 
recommended an increase in it instead of taking 
steps to force payment by evaders. 

The states have run wild in the field of gasoline 
taxation. Since this levy began in Oregon 12 years ago 
with a penny tax, it has spread over the country 
until every state has such a tax, with the average 
4 cents a gallon and Florida leading the parade with 
7 cents. Its original purpose, building and maintain- 
ing roads, has frequently been lost sight of, with 
diversion of gas tax funds to schools, flood control 
and, in one case, to oyster culture. A new racketeer, 
the gasoline bootlegger, has sprung up as a result of 
the situation.. His activities are estimated to have 
cost the country more than $75,000,000 in tax revenue 
last year. At least one state has found how excessive 
taxation reduces receipts. Oklahoma’s increase from 
4 to 5 cents has resulted in a $452,000 loss in revenue 
for the first half of 1931. And this is the State where 
the militia was called out to benefit the very industry 
which was being damaged at the same time by an 
exorbitant tax! 

Secretary Mellon, in his revenue proposals, follows 
the general trend by proposing sales taxes of 5 per 
cent on automobiles, 3 per cent on trucks and 2% 
per cent on tires and accessories. Previously, he had 
considered a Federal gasoline tax, but popular dis- 
approval forced him to give it up. The proposed 
sales taxes would, of course, be passed on to the 
consumer, and would depress business in an impor- 
tant industry that has been counted on to lead the 
way back to prosperity. The levies would add to the 
motorist’s already heavy burden. The Automobile 
Club of Missouri states that the tax total here on 
a car in ite fifth year is nearly 200 per cent of its 
value. Depreciation is allowed in the property tax on 
the car, but not in the other charges. The St. Louis 
driver now pays five taxes: State and city license 
fees, State and city gasoline taxes and property tax. 
The present taxes on motor cars are said to be 12 
times those on }ural property and seven times those 
on urban real estate. 

The motor car has become a necessity to business 
and transportaion, and an important item in recrea- 
tion. Its manufacture and maintenance, its fueling 
and lubrication, give employment to thousands of 
persons. Its users have paid a major share in build- 
ing the country’s hard roads. Further tax impositions, 
whether locally or nationally, on the motoring public 
and the business interests involved would be palpably 
inequitable. 


SWEENEY TELLS THE HOUSE. 


After four days’ membership in the House, Repre- 
sentative Whataman Sweeney of Ohio found he 
couldn't sit still and observe the tradition of docility 
that applies to new members of legislative bodies. 
His maiden speech was anything but maidenly. It 
packed a wallop of the K. O. variety. Calling atten- 
tion to the babel of talk in the House, Sweeney an- 
nounced his conclusion that the members were acting 
like a lot of old women.

Here is a case 
in point: Dino Grandi, Italian Foreign Min-

One might contend that Mussolini saved the 
tottering throne from the Bolos, but I am 
by no means convinced that this happened. 
Even if it did, there is no sensible choice 
between dictatorship by a Stalin and dicta- 
torship by a Mussolini Common human 
rights and aspirations are crushed by both, 
Free press does not and cannot exist under 
either. The best government devised by 
man is the American system, if and when 
it does not search without warrant and oth.

DILL OPPOSED TO FOREIGN 
PAYMENTS TO U. S. IN SILVER 


Democratic Senator Proposes That 
America, Instead, Monetize 
the Metal. 

By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 14.—The 
proposal by Senator Smoot (Rep.), 
Utah, to let foreigh Governments 
pay their debts to this country in 
silver, was condemned in the Sen- 
ate today by Senator Dill (Dem.), 
Washington, as “unfair to the in- 
terests of this country.” 

He proposed instead that the 
United States ~-netize silver and 
make it a basis for exchange. 

“Either silver should be used to 
pay all debts,” said Dill, “or to pay 
none. The proposal of Senator 


quantities of silver in this coun- 
try.” 

He insisted that England should 
enter into an international confer- 
ence looking to the re-establish- 
ment of silver. 

Smoot had introduced his Dill 
only a short while before. He told 
President Hoover about it last 
week. 

Along with his argument, . Dill 
presented a bill for a monetary 
conference committee to meet with 
representatives of other nations 
whom the President might invite 
for the purpose of establishing sil- 
ver as a basis for world exchange. 
His bill provided that after such 
a conference had been held the ac- 
ceptance of silver in payment of in- 
ternational debts due the United 
States would then be permissible.

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‘More Heroic Figures 


Are Needed in World?’ 


do not appear heroic to their wives, 

But no man is a hero to Rafael Sabatini, writer of 
historical romances, who was in St. Louis last week on a 
lecture tour, unless he be a dead hero, and a long time 
dead at that. 

This well-known author, who biends history and fiction, 
resurrecting and revivifying such men as Cesare Borgia, 
prince of the church, art patron and gorgeous ruffian; 
Casanova, of the colossal ego and great capacity for 
amours, and Napoleon, contends that the world arena to- 
day is singularly devoid of romantic figures. e 

“There is only one romantic figure in the world today,” 
says Sabatini. “That man is Mussolini” 

Hearing this, there is naught to do but decide that all 
other figures of heroic proportion exist in grimy marble— 
statues much in need of baths. We have today, according 
to Sabatini, “only politicians,” and as for the statues even 
they are not so much to look at “from the esthetic point 
of view.” 

Thus the world is left in the distressing predicament of 
being without a single glamorous figure, without a great 
hero, leader or dictator, minus even one person—with the 
exception of Mussolini—with the characteristics which 
would set him apart from other men, endear him to the 
multitudes, capture their imagination and lead them out 
of their difficulty, their insecurity and their despair. 

And, according to Rafael Sabatini, who visions the 
world in this heroless plight, it was never before in such 
desperate need of a strong and brave leader, a man of 
force and power, a giant in an age of pygmies. 

Rafael Sabatini, whose own name has a romantic sound, 
is the author of “Scaramouche, the King-Maker,” and 
many other books dramatizing romantic figures of the 
past. He writes of the days of the Renaissance, when men 
were brave and women beautiful and loyal, of noble Eliza- 
bethan figures whose deeds were heroic and whose days, 
alas! were often brief. He finds it a comparatively simple 
matter to discover romantic figures when he draws upon 
an age which, for example, produced the Borgias.

S OME men are not heroes to their valets. Still others 


an age red with blood and pale with passion at white 

heat; an age of steel and velvet, of vivid color, dazzling 
light and impenetrable shadow; an age of swift movement, 
pitiless violence and high endeavor; of sharp antitheses 
and amazing contrasts.” No wonder he feels that is is 
difficult to discern a hero in the mechanistic age, where 
minen are more concerned with making money than with 
making history! 

Sabatini’s own way of life has only a touch of the ro- 
mantic. Sometimes he spends the winter in the archives 
of a Paris library, then goes for a season of skiing in the 
Swiss Alps. When at home in England he lives near the 
banks of the River Wye, because salmon fishing is his 
chief business in life. 

“It leaves me cold that men should write better books 
than mine,” he says, ‘“‘but I hate the man who can catch 
more fish.”’ 

Sabatini discussed the subject of the world’s present 
lack of romantic figures in his hotel parlor. At his elbow 
was the portable typewriter on which he re-creates his 
historical and dazzling figures. 

“Today as never before the world wants a leader who 
can capture the imagination,”’ declared Mr. Sabatini. “If 
such a person already exists, I do not discern signs of 
him. In England we have only politicians. Possibly this 
is true of America also?” 

Sabatini said that there was always the possibility that 
a@ great leader might appear on the horizon. 

“He may be on the march,” he said. “Who knows? Cer- 
tainly the day before Mussolini emerged into greatness 
no one had a hint of his identity. Perhaps a great man is 
now evolving, marshaling his forces, and will soon make 
himself known in this psychological hour when his arrival]

gard Mussolini. He has them all. While he is ex- 
tremely romantic, he is also intensely practical, a 

fine combination. There was an element of great romance 
and drarna in his emergence out of nothing, his arrival 
from nowhere. His genius is romantic, that genius that 
lifted him from very small beginnings to the heights, up 
and up into the dictatorship of Italy, that made him oc- 
cupy one of the foremost positions in the world. 

“Mussolini has force. He has power. He has courage. 
Those are all necessary elements in the making of a great, 
romantic figure. His courage is one of his outstanding 
possessions, the courage that made him in the beginning 
become the dictator of Italy. When he entered upon this 
phase of his career he virtually put his life upon the 
board in the gamble. He was great enough and brave 
enough to risk his life to gain his end. Heroes are always 
brave in this respect, using their lives as mere pawns 
in their games. The moment that Mussolini chose to as- 
sume the dictatorship was one'of the most dangerous 
in the history of Italy. Those are the things that put an 
aura of romance about his head. 

“Mussolini believes in living dangerously. I think he 
once frankly admitted that this was his way of life and 
that he cared for no other. Your romantic hero always

lives dangerously. Not for him the quiet walks of life, 

the fireside, the lack of hazard. The world requires more 

men like Mussolini. England is urgently in need of men 
with his ability and courage, but if such a man exists in 

England I have not yet seen him.” 

Then Rafael Sabatini drew upon the past in order to 
show the type of men he considered at gnce romantic and 
heroic figures, men of force and ability, the kind of men 
which, he says, the world stands sorely in need of today. 

“There was Napoleon,” he began, “Naturally, he is the 
one who comes to mind first. Cromwell was a romantic 
figure. Young Chevalier was a romantic figure in his day, 
although posterity does not think so much of him. That's 
another thing one must remember when considering he- 
roes, Sometimes a man must die, even be long dead, be- 
fore he is visioned as a hero or as a great and romantic 
figure. Sometimes we are too close to men to grasp their 
essential qualities, to see them as they really are. 

* * - 

“66 OMETIMES a man who appears great to his own 
generation looks very small, indeed, to subsequent 
generations, and it is also the other way about. A 

great man may not be recognized as great during his life- 

time, but posterity may esteem him and see his true worth. 

“As for other heroic figures of the past, there were the 
Cid of Spain and Francesco Foscari, of Italy, who became 
the Duke of Milan, soldier of fortune. 

“Romantic women in the past? There were plenty of 
them, but they all seemed to come to a bad end. There 
was Mary Stuart, Joan of Arc. Charlotte Corday, the 
French patriot. Today? We have as great a dearth of 
heroic and romantic women as we have of men. If any 
exist, I do not discern them. 

“What is the romantic behavior? It has to do with the 
placing of oneself in danger, and it has always a touch 
of self-sacrifice. Occasionally it is even tinged with self- 
abnegation. With Charlotte Corday it was that. She played 
with her life heroically. She showed great stoicism when, 
after assassinating Marat in Paris, she went to the guillo- 
tine. Mary Stuart, Queen of Scots, who was beheaded by 
Queen Elizabeth, was heroic and showed great fortitude. All 
of these women played extremely dangerous games. And 
they all had great dramatic possibilities. I think that the 
sense of drama is present with all heroic figures, either 
men or women, but it is stronger in women than in men. 

“Casanova was a romantic figure, but he was as ro- 
mantic through his pen as any other way. He was a frank 
adventurer, a successful adventurer, too, handsome and 
strong, with great physical stamina. His impudence was 
colossal, so colossal that even its quality of impudence was 
hard to perceive, and it certainly was condoned. 

“Good looks help to endow a man with glamour and 
make him a romantic figure if he possesses, at the same 
time, other essential qualities. Physical beauty alone will 
get him nowhere. 

“It is not right nor fair to take a man in the period 
of his physical decline, point to him and say: ‘This was 
a poor animal’ And yet sculptors are wont to represent 
famous people as they were in middle life or old age. This 
is due to the fact that men, as a rule, do not achieve great- 
ness, renown or a celebrated place in life until long past 
youth. Nevertheless, it is too bad that all our statues and 
paintings of the great show them as they were on the 
downhill side of Mfe. 

“England has plenty of statues of Queen Victoria, and 
they ali represent her in her worst period, when she was 
an old lady, fat and graceless. It would have been much 
more reasonable and just and esthetic to have shown her 
in the prime of womanhood.

“Mi USSOLINI’S romantic qualities somewhat resem- 
ble those of Napoleon, Napoleon too, emerged 
from very small beginnings. Napoleon was en- 

dowed with good looks, vigor, a commanding appearance. 
a flair for life, a certain remarkable esprit. He had ail 
the virtues which men love and remember. Through sheer 
force and strength of character he made himself the ruler 
of a nation, Napoleon brought that nation out of chaos 
and bankruptcy into order and prosperity, and he was for 
many years the dominant man of Europe. 

“Cesare Borgia is to me a very romantic figure. To 
historians generally he has been just a scoundrel. 

“I have always felt that, in order to understand great 
men of the past and the motives which actuated their 
conduct, one must know the physical disabilities from 
which they suffered. This medical knowledge throws a 
bright light upon things which would otherwise appear

baffling or illogical. There is very scant record of the ills 
of persons of past periods in the world’s history. A knowl- 
edge of these is essential in order to understand any char- 
acter. I am always interested in the records left by doc- 
tors regarding their famous patients. 

“This matter of understanding a man better when aware 
of his physical handicaps applies to the living also,” con- 
tinued Mr. Sabatini. “Frequently a man who has a reputa- 
tion for being irascible or crabbed is merely a man who 
is suffering great pain and trying to conceal the fact. 

“Periods of great strife and of great national upheaval 
demand the appearance of heroes, romantic figures who 
will stimulate and hoijd the public’s imagination. That is 
why I say this is the psychological hour for such a man 
to appear, although so far there is no sign of his emerg- 
ence. There is nothing even to indicate that he is on his 
way now, when the world would welcome him. 

“The French Revolution supplied a great many heroes. 
Ofttimes great wars furnish them, but if you look for 
them, say, among the Generals of the last great war you 
will not find them. Nor among any of the war figures. 
As for the spies, while spies are always romantic figures, 
the last war did not produce any outstanding ones. Even 
Cavell, the English nurse, whose name was largely used 
= a propaganda sense, was not a great, outstanding hero- 

ne. 

“A spy, however, to appear and actually to be romantic 
must not work for money. He must not be a helot. He 
must be working for an ideal, a patriot and not a profes- 
sional engaged in espionage. 

“I have written about a different type of spy. This man 
was De Batz, a most romantic figure, a secret agent of 
the Bourbons in Paris during the revolution. He moved 
with extraordinary freedom and took amazing risks. I 
tried to give a historically true picture of him. He is so 
romantic a figure, however, that one might imagine that 
he was simply a creature of fiction. 

“I think he is a romantic figure chiefly because he took 
such risks, moving with such freedom amid overwhelm- 
ing dangers. He was always surrounded by dangers, and 
he moved among them in a carefree, debonair way, gam- 
bling gloriously and bravely with his life. He was like a 
man continually walking through fire. And he carried it
